DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

West Indies. 

Havana, May 17. — The Herald's 
special advices from Hayti to tbe Stb, 
state that President Salnave escaped from 
Cape Haylien April 22ud, and . managed 
to reach Port an Prince. He and Gen. 
Delortn, who acts as Secretary of State, 
Interior, War and Navy, arrested many 
citizens and ordered some to ba shot. 

Tho stores of six American merchants 
wero robbed by the ' oops. Salnave 
threatened to seize the town and burn it 
to ashes. At the same time ho used vio- 
lent measures towards the foreign consuls. 
iMaay Americans had been shot at 
through their own windows and forced to 
seek refuge in the American consulate 
Hollister and his attaches bad an inter- 
view with Salnave and Delorm. They 
demanded protection, but were refused 
defiantly and with threats. Tho Auierio 
can Minister at once sent a dispatch to 
Havana for some American men of-war. 
Ho also sent to Jamaica for a British 
war steamer. 

A second dispatch has dates from Port 
nu Prince to ihe I2th inst. They state 
that tho whole country is reported to be 
in arms agaiost Salnave, except Gono- 
lavcs, Jackmel and Cahe. The revolu-< 
lion in tho north has been successful 
under Leod, General Loyt and Oftcus 
The entire south is now in arras against 
tho Government. AtJackmol tho mer- 
chants and shopkeepers were closing their 
stores. The national forces had blouk- 
adbd Mi 'agon. The British steam gun., 
bout Phoibo has sailed from Jamaica to 
the assistance of the Amerieaa Minister 
ac Port au Prince. 

Veiiezntlaii dates are to tho 22nd ult. 
They st-te thot tbe Venezuelan Congress; 
(iid not assembfe on tbe iiilih. Every 
thing is in an nnsettled state. Private pro- 
perty is being seized and stored in arson ■ 
I'i.'ii ano cutitorafioases, to iasnre uio piiy- 
menl of Government debts. A Inter dis- 
patch states that tho Congress had come 
together to comploto the amnesty offered 
to tbe rebels, the president being allowid 
discretionary power to treat with them, 
only stipulating that the existing govern - 
inent must remain intact.
